C. €. Burr, of the Master Films,
says; “I' believe that there exists not
one American producer who does not
welcome competition—he it from what
source it may. We are willing to match
ocur artistry and our mechanical skill
with all comers, repardless of the place
of their origin—hut on a fair basis—
L e, dollar for dollar of production
costs. Any one familiar with the types
of German propaganda so skilfully de-
eigned and used throughout the war,
can easily recognize the post-war brand
new being very efficiently conveyed in
& new type of vehicle.

“Having 8o far and successfully
prostituted our sereen it may be ex-
pected that the next iproduction will
attack other of our allies — Italy or
Belgium. Certainly, neither of theze
will be overlooked or meglected in the
German scheme of things. Then after
these and other ‘masterpieces’ have
been sold in the United States, the
Germans will probably cffer for South
American consumption a production
wherein thia country will be skilfully
knifed and held up to ridicule.
